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Coverage of Oral Antivirals for the Treatment of COVID-19

Effective February 17, 2022, the Office of Pharmacy Services (OPS) will cover pharmacy claims
of oral antivirals approved or granted Emergency Use Authorization (EUA) by the FDA for the
treatment of COVID-19 for Fee-For-Service (FFS) participants. Currently, the two FDA-
authorized oral antivirals are Paxlovid (Nirmatrelvir and ritonavir) and Molnupiravir.

Under the EUA, these products will be reimbursed with an ingredient cost of $ 0.01 and a
professional dispensing fee of $ 10.67. Participant copayments will not apply.
